This was the verdict yesterday morning 
of the twelve men selected in Judge Gary’s 
court to decide the innocence or guilt of the 
democratic boss and alderman in the Bight- 
eenth ward, together with two of his hench- 
men, Charlies McCarie and Herbert E. Kent, 
charged with lation of the election law 
in the judicial election on June 1. McCarle 
and Kent likewise were found gullty. 

Under the law Judge Gary can sentence 
the ward boss and his fellow defendants to 
not less than three months, nor more than 
one year in the County jail. The returning 
of a verdict Sunday morning, an unusual pro- 
ceeding, was the result of a special agree- 
ment between the attorneys of the state and 
the defendants with Judge Gary. The three 
defendants were allowed their liberty over 
Sunday, 


_ Conviction Surprise to Prisoners. _ 

Their conviction was like a bolt from a 
clear sky to the three prisoners and their 
attorneys, The defendants were calmly 
expecting to learn that the jurors had dis- 
agreed. The jury had received its final in- 
Structions Saturday morning at 11 o'clock, 
All that afternoon anxious watchers waited 
in the courtroom, believing that the jury 
would. come to an agreement within a few 
hours. Until after 10 o'clock they waited 
without a verdict, At that hour the jurors 
yére taken to a hotel, where they remained

gation of the postoffice frauds was made public in Washington last night, first gained fame 
by his investigation of the posta! frauds in Cuba three years ago, which resulted in the 
prosecution of Neely and Rathbone, Mr. Bristow’is from Kansas. He is publisher of the 
Ottawa (Kas.) Herald and formerly was editor of the Salina Republican. He has been 
secretary of the republican state central committee of Kansas and was private secretary 
to Gov. Morrill when President McKinley appointed him fourth assistant postmaster gen- 
eral in 1897. He is 43 years old and was born in Kentucky. ; 


to repay these loans éut of the first salary that he 
received, which he failed to do. Various fraudu- 
lent representations were made to secure loans, and 
upon one occasion he even resorted to forgery. 

A simple statement of facts will give the 
clearest idea of Machen's methods. — 

On Sept. 16, 1893, four days after Machen became 


assistant postmaster general recommending that 
leather straps be substituted for twine used by 
letter carriers in tying up their mail, stating that 
to equip the service would pet cost more than 
$1.750 a year. The recommendation was approved, 
and Machen ordered several thousand straps from 
George D. Lamb of New Haven, Conn. Up to the 
time of Machen’s removal over 1,000,000 straps 
had been purchased at a cost of $137,217, or over 
$14)000-a year. 


When Paint Comes High. |.” 


Secretary Bristow reports at length on the 
contracts for painting letter boxes. He says 
in part: 

in 1897 Machen made a verbal arrangement with 
John T. Cupper of Lockhaven, Pa., to paint all of 
the letter boxes in the United States, allowing him 
25 cents each on the posts, 50 cents each for the 
letter boxes, and §1 for the package boxes; if the 
work was done by a local painter Cupper was to 
futnish the material and receive 38 cents for each 
letter box and 75 cente for each package box. 

Since Machen’s removal the boxes have been 
painted in thirty-eight cities, the average cost 
per letter box being 28.7 cents, package boxes 51 
cents, and posts 9 cents each. 


Referting to Beavers. 

Coming to the case of George W. Beavers 
the Bristow report says: | 

In August, 18097, George W. Beavers was ap- 


pointed chief of the salary and allowance division. 
Beavers’ methods have been reckless and without

rule or regularity. Increases of allowances for 
clerk hire tn postoffices were made as matters of 
favor, regardless of the necessities of the service. 
Promotions were frequently made without consid- 
eration of the merits of the clerk promoted. Long 
time leases for postoffice premises were canceled 
and the rent increased upon the recommendation 
of prominent political leaders, sometimes without 
regard to the renta] value of the premises. 


Reckless and Criminal Waste. 


The report cites a number of cases in which 
the evidence supports the foregoing charges, 


and continues: 3 
“It was, however, in offices of the first and second 
classes that aaron reached his climax of reck~- 
less and criminal waste in the matter of clerk hire. 
Clerks were appointed in postoffices when they 
were not needed. Promotions were made without 
consulting the postmasters. Clerks were placed 
upon the rosters of postoffices and paid when no 
service was rendered. Changes were made in the 
titles of clerks or employés in offices in order to in- 
crease their salary, while the duties performed 
would remain the same. 

In five first class offices assistant postmasters 
have been designated as cashiers for the sole pur- 
pose of giving them larger salaries than they 
were entitled to under the law. Forty-eight clerks 
at first class postoffices have been receiving sal- 
aries of from §100 to $400 per annum in excess of 
what they were entitied to.. e 


Draw Pay, No Work. 
In support of these charges evidence was 
produced in numerous cases. Here is a 


sample: , 
At Baltimore, M4., om Jan. 1, 1808, John W. 
Pettit was appointed an auxiliary clerk at $200 per 
annum. He neither performed duty nor drew pay 
until July 21, 1898, when his salary .was increased 
to annum; and nel 
regularly but performed no service whatever. 
On. Sept. 30, 1899, his roster title was changed to 
** bookkeeper * and his salary ‘increased to $1,500. 
This salary was paid him by the postmaster until 
Sept. 9, 1902, although he performed no services, 
The postmaster says he protested to Beavers 
against the appointment of Pettit, stating that he 
was lily distasteful to him and that he 
would not allow him in the office, But at the eame 
time he certified his name to the auditor every 


ing service. Pettit was paid $5,130.96, for which 
he performed no service whatever. In these and 
all similar cases known the amounts paid have 
been charged against the postmasters who made 
such certification. | 

Bought by Perry Heath. 

Another instance tn which the evidence 
showed a loss to the government was in the 
purchase of the Brandt automatic cashier. 
Of this device Secretary Bristow says: ; 

On May’ 9, 1809, an order was given by First 
Assistant Postmaster era) Heath for 250 ma- 
chines at $150 seach. e machines were ‘exactly 
the same as those that were selling in the open 
market for $125, with the exception of a slight 
change in the base. After the 250 machines had 
been @ of additional orders were given, 
until machines had been purchased, 217 of 
oe were shipped to postmasters without requi- 

tion. 

The postmaster at Chicago, on May 31, 1800, 
stated that he could use but one in his office, yet 
on July 25, less than two months later, nine of 
these machines were sent to him and he was 
ordered to pay $150 each for them. | 

Nine of these machines were sent to Baltimo:y, 
and only four of them are in use; twenty were 
sh to Boston, of which only two are now in 
use, the other eighteen being stored in the bag- 
ment of the postoffice; twenty were sent to New 
York, only one of which ts used, the others being 
an incumbrance to the office. 

Of the 527 machines purchased 173 are idle; 
many of theta have never been taken from the 
cases in which they were shipped. The aggregate 
amount of money paid to the Brandt-Dent com- 
pany for there ureless cashiers was $74.275, .

‘In the thick of the battle,” he said, “ he 
used to come to my office in the evening and 
ask me to join him in long walks along the 
river. He never tcld what his purpose was, 
but I knew well enough. He appreciated that 
I was wearied out with the strain of the 
fight and needed a regi.

es. 

“After he had patiently written, spoken, 
and advised for us for months, no labor being 
too great nor too mean for him, we asked him 
to accept some compensation.

anthracite miners learned to love Henry D, 
Licoyd. He ccntributed largely to their suc- 
cess.”’

Address of Clarence 8. Darrow. 


“Today in a million pulpits and plat- 
forms,’’ Mr. Darrow said, “ preachers and 
teachers are lauding those heroes who died, 
a hundred years ago, and are crucifying 
those who are living still. The world does 
not change much from year to year and from 
age to age. Every one is brave enough to 
condemn an error which is already dead. <A 
few have the courage to condemn the evils 
of the present. 

“Henry D. Lioyd was one of these few 
rare souls. Ever since the human race was 
born the men with muscle have been the 
slaves of the men of wealth. Those who have 
the brains of the world have ever thought it. 
their right to enslave the beasts, to enslave 
other men and women, because, forsooth, 
they had not the same right as the aristo- 
cratic few. 

“Through all those ages.the weak, and 
poor, and oppressed have grumbled, and 
complained, and resented, and protested 
against the injustice of the world. It is only 
now and then and here and there in the. 
course of ages that some man, born with all 
the opportunities of the world, born a ruler, 
born to drive his fellow man, has the courage 
and the conscience to get down off the load 
and work with the poor and weak. Such a 
man was Tolstoi. Such a’*man was John P. 
Altgeld. And I can never come to this build- 
ing, Which to me is sacred and hallowed with 
the memories of Altgeld, that I do not think 
of that great and glorious man who died for 
his fellow man. Such a mam, too, was Henry 
D. Lloyd, a man in whose memory this mag- 
nificent audience has assembled here today. 


Mr. Lloyd’s Sympathy Yor Toilers. 


*“ Henry D. Lioyd was not a working man.. 
He would have been the last man on earth 
to pretend that he was a working man. He 
' was one of those few, rare, unfortunate souls 
who had an imagination.. From the luxury 
and opulence of his own surroundings he 
could go out and feel the discomforts, and 
the sorrow, and the troubles of the poor. 

** He was rich, but uncorrupted by wealth. 
He was an aristocrat, but unsullied by arfs- 
tucracy. He was a scholar, but he still re- 
tained within his breeding, in spite of His 
scholastic teachings, those sentiments and 
feelings straight from human nature which 
bind man to his fellow man. He was a man 
whom gold could not corrupt, and. whom 
learning could not destroy; and these men 
are rare upon the face of earth. 

“He had the misfortune to have gradu- 
gted at a college. [Applause and laughter.] 
- But he overcame this misfortune, and was 
etill a man. He had read many books, but 
yet he had retained his reasoning faculties, 
and the human sentiments which books Ge- 
'gstroy. He wore good clothes, but he did 
not fear the touch of the common Man, and 
he understood that the poor have more to 
fekr from st of the rich than 
have the rich’ from - contamination of 
the poor. 

“I knew him and knew him well. It ts 
always a little uncertain when any man 
telis. you what another man was like, be- 
cause most men have many sides, and he 
was one of these. Ana then, one thing he 
said might appeal to me with special force, 
whereas it might appeal to some one else 
with almost no force whatever. It is always 
dcubtful when we describe other men, and 
yet we will all agree that Henry D.*Lio 
wads an honest man. He was a fearless 
man, apd he would not wish this audience 
to have one single false impression of his 
thoughts, of his purposes, of the grand, de- 
voted object of his life, 

“ Henry D. Lioyd was a scholar, but with 
ell of that he was the most radical man I 
ever knew. Neither did his radicalism con- 
sist of high sounding phrases. Unfortunate- 
iy, he could only speak grammatically, ahd 
write the measured English that is taught by 
rote in the colleges of the land. He did tht#a 
well—better than the men who made the 
book. He could express high, grand, nobie 
sentiments In elegant English and. there are 
few words in elegant English for the ex.-. 
pression of the sentiments. 

_ ™ Fine diction is made and is used by those 
who have been taught to use their talents 
for the service of wrong, and it has been 
‘made’ and used to conceal the truth.

That depends some upon the meaning of the 
word. If it means that species of emotional 
insanity which always places injury as a 
means of good, which finds consolation when 
the truth is buried under an immense ma- 
jority given to error, then he was not en 
optimist. He had grave doubts about Amer- 
ica. He had grave doubts about the strength 
of the American people. He did not know, as 
no man knows, whether the American peo- 
ple are strong enough to shake off the yoke 
of gold which fetters them today. He hoped, 
he worked, and he tried, and that is all that 
is given to any man to do. 


Reformers Are Misjudged. 


“Tet us not be deceived as to the motives

Able to Ignore the World. 


“But the man who really belleves some- 
thing and stands for something soon learns, 
if not to forget the world, at least to ign®re 
the world. He is not deceived. He knows 
that the path of the radical man is not the 
path of roses. He knows that it means loss 
of friends, loss of power; that ft means self- 
denial and abuse. He knows that unless 
he can walk alone, conscious of his own in- 
tegrity, and disregard all the world around 
him, he had better turn his back upon his 
dearest convictions and go with the crowd. 

“The man who really knows and who 
really cares does not ask for consequences. 
He sees before him a great light, and he fol- 
lows this light even though it leads to the 
depths of perdition itself.

SIX NEW CRIMES. 


Peter Neidermeier Tells of 
Nevada Holdups and Ken- 
_ tueky Train Robbery. 


A few more crimes which had passed into 
history as mysteries were cleared up yes- 
terday, the police believe, in further confes- 
sions of the car barn murderers. 

Stipulating that the rewards offered for 
the conviction of the criminals in each case 
be paid te his mother after his execution, 
Peter Neidermeier told Chief O’ Neill and As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler of six more rob- 
beries which he and others of his gang had 
committed in the last two years. 


_ Six Crimes of Daring. 
Two of the crimes, for the daring’and suc- 


lows: 

Holdup of a Nevada gambling house, in which 
the keeper was killed and the gambiers lined ap 
and leisurely robbed of $6,000. No clew to the 
bandite was obtained. 

Holdup of an IHinois Central train near Paducah. 
Ky., tm which the bandits secured three mail 
sacks and escaped on the engine after compelling 
the engineer to uncouple ft and run it down the 
track. Special Agent Murray and his posse sur- 
rounded a man named Barnes in a swamp and 
were closing in on him when the man killed him- 
self. Neidermeler says he did not know Barnes. 

Holdup of a stage coach belonging to the Wells- 

Expypess company at Butler, Nevada.

“T could tell you about a lot of jobs I have 
pulled off,’ said Neidermeier when he was 
‘brought before the chief, * but rewards have 
been offered for the information I alone am 
in a position to give, and I think it would be 
only fair to pay the money to my mother 
when I am gone.” ; 
Chief O’ Nill was not in a position to make 


therefore contented himself with enumerat- 
ing the robberies. He told a few of the cir- 
cumstances of each exploit, but refused to go 
into details until the police should meet his 
terms. 


Enacts a Railway Robbery. | 

Chief Special Agent W. F. Riley of the 
Northwestern railway, at Chief 
suggestion, promised the young bandit that a 
part of the corporation's standing reward 
should be paid Mrs. Neidermeier in return 
for verification of the circumetances of the 
Clybourn Junctioh robbery. Thereupon 
George W. Lathrop, the ticket agent, and 
M. EB. Dougherty, the night operator, were 
admitted, and the holdup was enacted in 
Inspector Lavin's office. 

“IT ran into the station and stuck my gun 
into Lathrop’s face, like this,’’ exclaimed 
Neidermeier, who was enjoying the ad- 
venture in mimicry. “I told him to open 
that safe. I spoke low, but determinedly. 
Lathrop jumped up and grappled with me. 
We went down fighting. I want to pay you 
the compliment, Mr. Lathrop, of putting up 
the toughest fight which I ever knew a hold- 
up man to get. I knew you didn’t have a 
gun, and yet you fought as if I didn’t have 
one either.” \ 

“T merely was defending my employer's 

money,”’ said Lathrop. 
“And even after I shot you,” continued 
Neidermeier, *“‘ you gave me a hard tussle. 
I remember that after you fell you tried to 
clutch my legs to keep me away from the 
safe."’ 


Footsteps Cause Quick Flight. 


“Then why did you run away?” asked 
Lathrop. Neidermeier had wounded Lathrop 
above the heart, but suddenly ran without 
getting any booty. ; 

“Why, you see, I heard some heavy foot- 
steps coming,’’ replied the prisoner. ‘‘ They 
sounded like those No. 13 boots the cops wear, 
and I jumped to the window to see who it was. 
Roeski was new-at the business, and couldn't 
be depended on. Though I didn’t see any one 
I thought it best to take to my heels. Any 
one could have shot me from the window—I 
was a dead mark.” . 

This confession, corroborated in detail by 
Lathrop and Dougherty, will bring freedom 
to George Dolle, arrested for the crime and 
partly identified. 


Neidermeier Wants $500 Reward. 

As Neidermeier was led back to his cell he 
turned to Riley and said: 

“Now, how about that $5007 You've seen 
the show. Does mother get it?” ~ 

‘Well, I want you to have it,” said Riley, 
“ but technically I don’t see how you can get 
it. The reward is for the arrest and convic- 
tion. You didn’t arrest yourself, and I don't 
see how you can convict yourself.” - 

““ You deceived me,’’ Neidermeier began, but 
Chief O’ Neill interrupted him. 

“Don’t worry now, Neidermeier,” said the 
“You've had a promise. No one will 
commit a breach of faith. Mr. Riley, this 
confession is worth $500 to your company. It 
frees an ‘innocent man, and Neidermeier 
should be shown some consideration.” 

‘* He will be considered,” said Riley, as he 
left the station. 

While Van Dine was visiting through the 
bare with his mother and Mamie Dunn, his 
sweetheart, Neidermeler entertained the po- 
lice with further excursions into the history 
of his criminal career. 

G. W. Simpson, northwestern superintend- 
ent of the Wells-Fargo Express company, 
had called at the station to see if the no- 
torious youths knew of the robbery of a stage 
near Butler, Nev., last winter. The com- 
pany lost several thousand dollars. | 

At the mention of the case Neidermeier 
turned to Mr. Simpson and said: 

“#7 can tell you all about that robbery. I 
was the one who did it, but my terms are 
game as those I made Mr. Riley. I want 
the standing reward your company offers for 
information. leading to conviction to go to 
my mother. I know it is irregular for the 
robber to get the reward for squealing on 
himself, but I guess you won't get the details 
any other way in this case.” ; 

Mr. Simpson came to no. understanding 
with (he prisoner. and the story in its entirety 
was not forthcoming. 

Neidermeier was ‘pressed for further con- 
fessions, and finally announced that what- 
ever else he had. on his conscience he would 
tell to Chief O'Neill only. The police scented 
a trap immediately, suspecting Neidermeier 
would make a dash through a window as 
soon as he should be left alone with the chief. 
Two detectives with revolvers in readiness 
were posted under the south windows of the 
inspector's office and two more stood in the 
alley. Then the room was cleared of all but 
Chief O'Neill and the prisoner. Neidermeier 
made no attempt to escape, and the two 
talked for half an hour. o 

‘Revenge Motive for Talking. 

“The main thing he want

Ask Aid for Mrs. Quinn. 


Chief O’Neill and Assistant Chief Schuett- 
ler yesterday voiced an appeal to the public 
in behalf of Mrs. John Quinn, widow of the 
detective who was shot down by Gustave 
Marx, the first of the car barn murderers to 
be captured. Mrs. Quinn is left with three 
children, the eldest of whom is only 7 years 
of age. Her house is mortgaged for $3,500, 
and the total indebtedness is $4,000. 

From the police pension fund Mrs. Quinn 
will receive only $49.50 per month, a sum 
which will support her family, but will leave 
nothing to apply on her obligations. If the 
debts are not pald she will lose her home. 
She will receive $500 of the $1,000 reward 
offered by the Chicago City railway for the 
car barn murderers, but for the remaining 
$3,500 she scarcely knows where to turn. 


One of the Best Men Lost. 


“A great public service has been done in 
the capture of this gang of robbers,” said 
Chief O’ Neill, ** but unfortunately that serv- 
ice has cost the Chicago police force one of 
its best men, while the life of another is 
hanging by only a thread.

PLAN FOR OCEAN RACE. 


Official Reason fer Calling Off the 
Transatiantic Event in 1904, but 
Confidential Advisers Insist Dis- 
putes Made Offer of Trophy Impos- 
sible—Atlantic and New York Or- 
ganizations Cannot Agree.

BERLIN, Novy. 29.—Emperor William’s real 
reason for withdrawing his offer ofacup for 
a transatlantic yacht race in 1904 was the 
squabble which arose over the matter be- 
tween the New York and Atlantic Yacht 
clubs. Confidential advisers of the kaiser 
say that the row in New York City reached 
such proportions that he co 
the condition of his health’do as an excuse 
for the public and end the matter, at least 
for the present. 

The original purpose of Emperor William 
was to have the race for the cup managed 
jointly by the New York Yacht club and 
the Atlantic Yacht club, as he is a member 
of both clubs, and the Royal Yacht squadron 
of Cowes and the Imperial Yacht club of 
Kiel. 

Previously Sir Thomas Lipton had offered 
a cup to the Atlantic Yacht club for an ocean 
rate in 1904, but learning that Emperor Will- 
iam desired to give a trophy Commodore 
Tod of the Atlantic Yacht club sent a cable 
gram to Sir Thomasasking if he would with- 
draw and permit the emperor to offer a cup. 
Commodore Tod’s cablegram was 
private.”’

Domipgo, will urge the United States gov- 
ernment to establish a protectorate over the 
republic is regarded as certain by those who 
talked with him today on his arrival on the 
German cruiser Falke. It is believed Sefior 
Galvan's mission to President Roosevelt is 
to make this plea. Gen. Gil will remain here 
two months. 

“The future state of the Dominican re- 
public devolves upon the recognition of the 
protocol signed by the Vasquez government 
with Minister Powell,” said Gen. Gil. “I 
hever wanted the protocél ratified unless: the 
Dominican -congress accepted it; my ac- 
ceptance of it was forced when the resolu- 
tion came. This protoco] demands the arbi- 
tration of certain differences between Santo 
Domingo and the United States. In accord- 
ance with President Roosevelt’s agreement 
with me, personally signed by the president 
and received in San Domingo, Mr. Roosevelt 
cannot accept any other arbiter than mine, 
Sefior Galvan, who was appointed by the 
1egular government and is now in Washing- 
ton. 

** No significance attaches to the fact of 
my traveling on the cruiser Falke. United 
States Minister Powell offered me passage 
on the gunboat Newport! to New Orleans or 
Kingston, Jamaica, but ] preferred to come 
to San Juan, and the German officials kindly 
offered me transportation. 

Regarding the overthrow of my govern- 
ment, I can only say that it was due to the 
impatience of the people. With my respect 
tor the constitution this impatience caused 
the revolution. If the new government 
starts constitutionally my people will agree 
with it; if not they wiil try another evolu- 
tion rather than revolution. I had the chair 
through peace; I do not want it through war, 
which is demoralizing to the country.’’ 


THOUSANDS DIE IN TYPHOON. 


Great Fleet of Chinese Fishing Junks 
Wrecked in Storm Off Swatow— 
Only a Few Are Saved. 


Victoria, B..C. Nov. 29.—Advices were re- 
ceived from south China by the Athenian of 
the loss of thousands of lives as a result of 
the destruction of several hundred fishing 
junks in a typhoon off Swatow. For days 
disabled junks drifted helplessly about, their 
occupants suffering from thirst and hunger. 

The Hongkong governn.ent tender Stanley 
rescued a number, picking up eight junks 
and taking 122 men off vessels that were 
abandoned. The Stanley then returned to 
the rescue, as the fescued fishermen reported 
there were 400 junks fishing off Swatow 
when the typhoon came on Nav. 4. From the 
Stanley fifty-seven disabled junks were seen 
flying distress signals. Several junks were 
towed to Hongkong and then a relief cruise 
was made. * 

Meanwhile three torpedo destroyers, the 
naval water boat*Cherub, and a Chinese 
cruiser were sent out and rescued many. 
Several hundred men were taken from wreck- 
ed craft suffering greatly, some being with- 
out food or water from two to five days. Of 
the 400 fishing junks at least 300 are reported 


‘disabled or sunk.

must suspend negotiations and demand the 
instant stoppage of Russian reinforcements. 
If the demand is not acceded to Japan should 
appeal to arms. 


Japan Declared Insignificant. 


Amiju, a newspaper published in Tokio, 
prints a dispatch from Tien Tsin reporting a 
conversation between Gen. Wogack, the Rus- 
sian commander, and Yuan Shih Kai, the 
viceroy of Chili. The former said that the, 
demand for the evacuation of Manchuria, 
where Russia had xpended enormous sums 
of money, was unreasonable and impossible 
to fulfill. Yuan Shih Kai replied that a third 
power would not accept that view. Gen. 
Wogack rejoined that the third power meant 
Japan, and Russia could easily crush so small 
and poor an opponent with one blow. China, 
he added, had merely to accede to Russia’s 
wishes, | 
Move by Russian’ Viceroy. 

Admiral Alexieff, the Russian viceroy in 
the far east, has sent the battleship Poltava 
and three torpedo boat destroyers to Chemul- 
po, Corea, to back up Russia’s d nd for 
redress in connection with the recent affray 
between Russian and Japanese sailors at 
that port. 


Unusual Meeting of Cabinet. fe 


The unusual circumstance of the British 
cabinet holding a meting on Friday and an- 
other on Saturday aroused conjectures that 
Great Britain’s position as Japan’s ally was 
discussed. The Daily Mail; however, men- 
tions a report that is current in Berlin to the 
effect that Premier Balfour has decided to 
dissolve parliament and that a general elec- 
tion will be held in February or March. 

Japanese Parties Merging. 

. The Times correspondent in Tokio cables 
that events there indicate the likeHhood of a 
coalition, and perhaps a fusion of the 
Seliyukai and progressive parties, which will 
probably result in a strong opposition In the 
diet to the cabinet, unless the latter shows 
that some progress has been made in the 
negotiations with Russia. 


How Russia Is Tightening Grip. 


, PEKIN, Nov. 29.—_By the successful ine | 
auguration of the commercial departments 
of the Russo-Chinese bank, and by means 
of the Siberian railway and the extension 
cf Russian influence to all the principal 
points in Manchuria, Russia is now supply- 
ing butter, kerosene, flour, cotton, and other 
products. Russians are handling lines of 
goods identical with those coming from the 
United States, and it if the intention of the 
Russians td make wholesale acquisitions 
of foreign trade in Manchuria. 

The acquisition by the Russo-Chinese bank 
of a large area of government land at New 
Chwang and the construction of permanent 
administration buildings will undoubtedly 
prove oppressive to foreign trade at that 


The Russian administrator at New Chwang 
has openly threatened to injure by -every 
means in his power and influence the au- 
thority of the American consulate, which has 
been. the object of hostilty om the part of 
former administrators. The same prospect 
awaits the opening of Mukden and Antung.

Nineteen lives were lost on the gridiron dur- 
ing the season of 1903. One boy was driven in- 
eane from injuries. Thirteen players were 
severely injured, some of them being disabled 
for fe The number of minor but painful 
socidents goes into the hundreds, and the list 
of the severely injured necessarily also is 
incomplete. 

The feature of the year’s tabulation is that 
it shows serious casualties practically were 
confined to untrained players. No member 
of any of the first Class elevens was killed or 
permanently disabled. One Yale player and 
one Harvard player suffered a broken leg.

Princeton, N. J., Nov. 29.—([ Special.]—The 
recent visit of Mr. Butler, Andrew Carnegie's 
confidential agent, to Princeton has renewed 
the subject of the proposed artificial lake 
which would enable Princeton university to 
organize a rowing crew, and it is reported 
that bids have been placed in Philadelphia 
for the construction of the proposed water- 
way. 

_ No great enthusiasm has been aroused here, 
as it was understood last spring that Mr. 
Carnegie intended to build the lake. Itis said 
Mr. Butler merely took up some of the op- 
tions he secured last spring on the land which 
is included in the proposed lake site. 

Woodrow Wilson, president of the univer- 
sity, sald he knew nothing about the mat- 
ter beyond what was known last year and 
‘that the project was entirely a private affair 
and in no way connected with the university 
or its funds. He did not deny that the lake 
would be constructed. 

It has been asserted by those promoting the 
plan that $285,000 will be expended and the 
lake will be formed by placing a dam across 
the worthless swamp lands south of the 
campus, and near the Delaware and Raritan 
canal. The water could be taken from the 
‘canal and a stretch about four miles long ana 
a mile wide would be formed, which would 
make an ideal piace for the Tigers to‘deveiop 
crews. The utmost secrecy is maintained 
and nothing can be learned as to the plans 

Members of the faculty and prominent 
alumni have expressed disapproval of the 
plan. Dean Fine sald he did not approve of 
‘spending so much money for a lake when 
the results would be of so Httle proportionate 
benefit to the university’s athletics. He 
thought the size of the university would not 
make such an innovation practicable, as the 
baseball and track teams require all the 
available athletic material.

LAYOFFS MAKE 
THOUSANDS IDLE 


Employes of Large Concerns 


Dismissed at Opening of 
Winter Weather. 


MOST ARE UNSKILLED. 


Harvester Company and the Rail- 
roads Reduce Forces for 
the Season. 


With the first real snow storm of the year 
has come the discharge of thousands of men 
in the large manufacturing plants of Chi- 
cago. Their dismissal has caused.anxiety 
among the organized workers. The blow has 
fallen heaviest on the unskilled men—the 
class least able to bear the burden of idle- 
ness. 

Coupled with the discharge of the workers 
is the practical destruction of three unions 
and the weakening of others. Labor leaders 
will spend the next few weeks in planning to 
keep the ranks of the organizations intac 
until spring. . 

The heaviest layoff of men has taken place 
in. the plants of the International Harvester 
company. More than, 1,500 were dropped at 
the South Deering branch of the Deering 
division on Saturday. Many more have been 
discharged at the main plant of the same 
division, and a large number have left the 
works of the McCormick division. 


Men Get No Warning. 
At the South Deering branch no warn- 
ing was given the men. They received their 
pay and were told. that the works would be 
skut down until further notice. The em- 
ployés asked. for a week's notice, but were 
teld they would have to get employment 
elsewhere or wait for the reopening next 
spring. 

At the main factories of the Deering divis- 
ion, at Fullerton avenue and the river, the 
men have been laid off in groups, the total 
number being more than 1,000. At the Mc- 
Cormick division the men have been 
in a similar manner. . 

The. reason given by ths management for 
its course is ‘‘ overproduction.”” The men’s 
assertion is that the compeny is cutting 
cown expenses to make up for the increase in 


wages forced upon it by the unions during. 


the year. Both employer and employé say 
more men are to be let out, and that 7,000 
out of 19,000 working for the comibihe soon 
will be fdle.

arately, causing unnecessary expense. By 
laying off men and centralizing the work 
this can be dvoided. A few of those dismissed 
may be taken back, especially at South 
Deering.” 
| Railroads Cut Their Forces. 
Railroads centering in Chicago cut down 
their forces in the shops last week. Machin- 


ists, carworkers, blacksmiths, and boiler- 
makers are without work. Two thousand 


| men are out of employment. 


* We looked at the layoffs as natural 
companiments of the winter season,”’ said 
Business Agent: D. W. Roderick of the ma- 
chinists, “ but-we are changing our minds. 
It seems that the large employers have de- 
cided to flood the market with surplus men, 
and thus cut down wages.”’ 

Employers in three lines of industry are 
doing away with the unions of their workers. 
The restaurant keepers and hotel men are 
hiring nonunion help, and officers of their 
associations assert that waiters, cooks, and 
bartenders have disowned their organization. 

Railway express companies have destroyed 
the union formed by the clerks. Laundry 
owners met last week and announced that 
wages are to be cut next spring. Their state- 
ment brought no protest, for the labor or- 
ganization has disappeared.

‘The size of a country is not of so much 
consequence as its water supply. The com- 
monwealth of Australia has boundless 
acres, but there is a lack of water to moisten 
‘The “island continent is often | 
gcourged by long droughts, during which the } 
fields bear no crops and the sheep and cattle 
die for lack of food and water. Australia | 
has been suffering for months from tlie ab- 
gence of rain. . Tie farming and grazing in- 
terests are prestrate, and the city industries 
ere Suffering almost as severely as those of 
the-eountry. The construction of railroads 
and other public works has ceased, and pri- 
yate undertakings are at a standstill. 

‘The tesult is emigration. Daring the last 


pumiber of persons, mostly able bodied men 
and women, who have left the country. The 
game unsatisfactory condition of affairs pre- 
vails in most of the other states of the com- 
monuwWealth, and there is nothing which can 
be done to change it forthe better. When 
the rains fall there will be an improvement, 
and when the people feel encouraged an-' 
other drought will come to dash their hopes. 
Victoria has an area of 88,000 square 
miles, and yet, owing largely to climatic 
, conditions, three-fifths of the population live 
in towus.

Necessary eco- 
homies, such asthe discharge of all employés 
who can be spared, add tothe number of un- 
employed, many of whom are now going to 
south Africa, the United States, or Canada.

WILL NOT TALK AND WILL NOT VOTE. 

When the senate met last Friday a few 
bills were introduced. After they had been 
referred, the Cuban reciprocity bill came up. 
Nobody expressed a desire to speak upon it, 
and, after a few minutes spent in executive 
pession, the senate adjourned until Tuesday. 
It would gladly have adjourned until Dec. 
7, but the house would not consent. 

It-4s the custom in all legislative bodies 
pave one, when a bill is up for consideration 
which has been debated for several days and 
nobody seems inclined to discuss it further, 
to order a vote on the measure and pass it or 
defeat it. The senate isthe exception. The 
few senators who are opposed to the Cuban 
reciprocity bill have said everything about 
it they really wish to say. Any further re- 
marks they may make will be the thrashing 
over of old straw. They know the bill will 
pass eventually, but they will not allow it 
to be voted on now because they had given 
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needless delay, as irritating to many busi- 
ness men in this country as it is to the 
Cubans, but the senatorial majority sub- 
mits placidly to the minority, The men who 
are against the Cuban bill will n¢ither dis- 
cuss it nor let it pass. That.is a style of 
carrying on legislative business which the 
people are becoming weary of. They be- 
Heve that senators elected directly by them 
would not dare to permit that kind of thing 
to continue. 


“ OPENING UP NEW TERRITORY. 

An expert says that one of the causes of 
the #tagnation in the rea] estate market has 
been the opening up at one time of too much 
territory by the extension of electric car 
lines “into the country. He does not wish 
any more to be made accessible until the 
farms inside the city shall have been cov- 
ered with dwellings. — 

An extensive area of new territory would/ 
be opened up suddenly if the railroads which 
have terminals here were to do what the 
New York Central is about doing. It has 
ordered a number .of electric locomotives 
which wil] haul a load of 500 tons at the rate 
of sixty miles an hour, That is as high a 
rate of speed as anybody ought to wish for. 
It is near the safety limit until better pre- 


immediate 
effect of the greater speed will be to bring 
‘much nearer to the city in time regions, 
which are now so far away that mep cannot 
have homes there and ‘spend their working 
days in the metropolis. It will not be denied 
that men. doing business in a city like New 
York, where rents are so high, are benefited 
by the opening up of new territory which 
they can reach quickly and cheaply. 

If the Chicago roads were to copy the ex- 
ample 8f the New York Central and run 
‘suburban trains at sixty miles an hour, and 
also charge low rates, their suburban busi- 
mess would increase greatly. The pleasant

CARDS AND THE CHURCH. 

It is interesting to note, that an effort will 
be made at the next Metliodist genera! con- 
ference to amend the discipline so as to re- 
move the present ban on card playing and 
dancing, and it is interesting further to 
note that the leaders in the movement are 
western Methodists, which may or may not 
indicate that the church west is more libera} 
than the church east. Yet the Boston Ad- 
vertiser intimates that there are many 
Methodists in the east and in New England 
who favor allowing members to play ‘cards, 
dance, and go to the theater, and that a. 
prominent Methodist clergyman of Boston 
is one of the clericar directors of the Actors’ 
alliance. 

The movement to lift the ban undoubt- 
edly will encounter strenuous if not bitter | 
opposition, which may be ineffectual. Al- 
though card playing and dancing are still 
contrary to the discipline they are not con- 
demned as they were ounce. Once the church 
declared them to be “immoral.” It does 
so no Jonger. They are now only pro- 
nounced “imprudent.” Possibly the next 
step will be to call them idle, or frivolous, or : 
unprofitable, but nothing worse than that, 
and it may be left optional with members to 
do as they please. Undoubtedly there are 
many members, especially among the young, 
who play cards and dance, or even go to the 
playhouse. It is exceedingly difficult to live 
up to the strict form of the discipline in 
this age, when many of the old bars are 
being taken down and more freedom is al- 
lowed. One does not have to 'go far back 
indeed in New England and other sections 
of the country to reach the time when none 
of the denominations favored these classes 
of amusements, and not far back of-that 
time to reach a period when, in New Eng-. 
land and New Amsterdam and Several other 
new places, it was looked upon as wicked to 
haye much, if any, amusement, or even to in- 
_dulgein an excessof levity. But asthe years 
go’ by and times grow more liberal rigid laws 


and stern church disciplines have relaxed, ‘ 


and it is now quite generally conceded that 
the amusements already referred to are 
not bad in themselves and that the évil is 
only“ to him who\evil thinks.” It is pos- 
sible perhaps for a person to be a good 
Christian at an innocent card game where 
nothing is at stake, or at a social dancing 
party, just as it is possible for a person to be | 
a sinner in a church pew or in a Sunday 
echool. So it is not impossible that this 
movement among western Methodists may 
be approved by eastern Methodists under 
certain precautionary conditions and that 
the amusements mentioned may no longer be 
frowned on by the church. .

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UEEN HELENA of Italy will, it is

February next, and the keenest hopes 

are entertained throughout the length 
and breadth of .ttaly that the infant may 
prove a boy, and thus provide both the 
dynasty and the people with the long ex- 
pected heir to the throne. The. king’s first 
two children have been girls, who are, by 
reason of their sex, barred from succession 
to the crown, and on the occasion of the 
birth of the. younger of the two ‘no attempt 
was made to conceal the popular disap- 
pointment at the new arrival being a princess 
instead of a prince. 

Should King Victor Emmanuel die wit 
out leaving a son it is his cousin, the duk 
of Aosta, who would succeed to the crown, 
a possibility which is relished neither by the 
Italian people nor by the foreign courts. 
In the first place, the duke, although good 
looking and manly, is far from popular, 
while his beautiful but ambitious wife, a 
sister of the duke of Orleans, is even still 
less liked in the land of her adoption. 

Then, too, there ig the question of lin 
The mother of the duke of Aosta was n 
of royal birth, being the daughter. of an 
Italian nobleman, the Prince Pozzo Della 
Cisterna, and of his enormously wealthy | 
Belgian wife, the countess de Merode. The 
De Merodes are an ancient and honorable 
family of the Belgian aristocracy, but in 
no sense royal or even mediatized. There 
has been such a pronounced disposition on 
the part of certain foreign courts in the 
past to regard the present royal house of 
Italy as parvenus in monarchical  cir- 
cles—a disposition which has been fostered 
by those Bourbon princes whose dominions 
have passed into the possession of the Ital- 
fan crown, which has been encouraged by 
the. disdainful attitude of some of the oldest 
and most illustrious houses of the Roman 
‘patriciate towards the late King Victor Em- 
manuel and King Humbert—that it is gen- 
erally felt that the advent to the throne of 
the duke of Aosta would, on account of his 
mother’s birth, impair the prestige of the 
dynasty, at any rate in monarchical and le- 
gitimist eyes. 

Count Nigra has tendered his resignation 
of ambassador of Italy’in Austria and pro- 
poses to spend the remainder of his daysin 
the splendid palace on the plateau of La 
Trinita dei Monti, at Rome, where he has 
already arranged all his valuable collection 
of pictures, bric-&a-brac, and interesting sou- 
venirs of his long and eventful diplomatic 
career, which extends over a iod of fifty- | 
two years. How old Count is may be 
gathered fromthe fact that he was badly 
wounded in the revolutionary risingsinItaly 
in 1848, in which he took part as a student of 
the University of Turin, and that he entered 
the department of foreign affairs in the Sar- 
dinian capital in 1851. He soon attracted the 
attefi of the famous Italian statesman, 
Cavour, then premier. The latter entered 
the department of foreign affairs at Turin 
one afternoon a few hours before leaving for 
Paris early in the '50s, and addressing one 
of the chiefs of the department exclaimed 
brusquely: 

‘Here, have ‘you not some assinotto (lit- 
érally ‘translated ‘little donkey’) whom I 
can take with me to Paris in lieu of Blanc?” 
(The latter was then Cavour’s secretary and 
for many years Italian minister at Washing- 
| ton, marrying Miss Terry in New York.) 

Certainly,’’ replied the chief of bureau, 
and turning to a young clerk who was stands > 
ing on a stepladder filing a’way some papers 
said: “‘ Here, Nigra, come down; his excel- 
lency wants to speak to you.”’ 

The ‘‘ assinotto "* became so great a favor- 
ite of Cavour that in 1860 he was appointed 
by his chief first of all to the post of chargé 
d'affaires, and afterwards: minister plenipo- 
tentiary to the court of the Tuileries, where 
be remained until the overthrow of the em- 
pire. . During that time he was second only 
in brilliancy to Princess Pauline Metternich, 
whose principal collaborateur he was in all 
the comediettas and charades which en- 
livened the imperial villegiature at Fontaine- 
bleau,-St. Cloud, and 


Count Nigra has been 
with a sentiment stronger than mere admira- 
tion for Empress Eugénie, and it is possibly 
owing to this fact that he has remained 
single all his life. This constancy, however, 
is of a purely sentimental nature, and at no 
time has been colored by politics. Like so 
many of his countrymen, Count Nigra has 
never permitted his heart to interfere with 
his head or to render him in any way un- 
worthy of the praise bestowed upon him by 
the great Cavour, who was wont to declare 
that Nigra was the only real diplomatist in 
Europe—beside himself. How little Nigra 
permitted his devotion to the empress to 
influence the fulfillment of his obligations 
to hie country may be gathered from the 
fact that it was due to his urgent advice that 
Italy refrained from taking up arms in be- 
half of France in the war of 1870. Prince 
Metternich, it may be remembered, gave 
identically the same advice to his own 
sovereign, Emperor Francis Joseph. Both 
‘envoys admired Eugénie deeply, but were too 


respective countries with France, which they 
were convinced beforehand would be de- 
feated, 

Yet they both proved themselves chivalrous * 
cavaliers in the days of Eugénie’s downfall. 
For when on that memorable September day 
after the battle of Sedan the empire was 
overthrown and the republic proclaimed, 
when a howling mpb invaded the Tuileries 
and Eugénie found herself alone with one of 
her ladiés in waiting, but otherwise absolute- 
ly deserted in the huge palace, it was Nigra 
and Metternich who came to her rescue and 
who escorted her not merely out of ‘the 
palace but to the house of the American 
dentist, Dr. Thomas Evans, where she fay 
hidden until it was possible sia her to escape 
to the coast. 

Since then Nigra has hoon ambassador in 
London, St. Petersburg, and Vienna, and took 
part in the peace congress at The Hague, 
where he showed himself not’ only a past 

aster in statecraft but also as possessed 
of a more profound experience of diplomacy 
and of a more extensive knowledge of men. 
and affairs than any of his colleagues. Heis* 
a poet of the most gifted order, writing verses 
with equal facility in Italian and French, 
while with regard to his wit I always re- 
member a remark which he made one even- 
ing at a dinner in London. He was asked 
whether it were true that Italy, Germany, 
and Austria were marching arm in arm. 

‘* Yes,”’ he replied, ** that is just what we 
are doing now. But we are much like three 
men going out bear hunting arm in arm, 
Whether we shall maintain that pleasant at- 
titude when we meet the bear fs quite another 


question."

ding, is the only daughter and'was the favor- 
ite companion of the late Prince.Bismarck. 
She was twice engaged before marrying 
Count Rantzau, first to Admiral von Eisen- 
decker, who had been her childhood play- 
mate, but whom she jilted on account of 
religious differences. The old chancellor, 
who was fond of him, sent him out as min- 
ister to Japan, the appointment of a mere 


of that kind, exciting much comment. After- 
wards Eisendecker represented Germany at 
Washington for a number of years, and ac- 
companied Prince Henry to this country. 
Countess Marie Bismarck’s other flancé was 
Count Wend Bulenburg, brother of the ex- 
premier of that name. But he was carried 
off by a sudden attack of typhoid fever with- 
in two or three days of the date appointed for 
the wedding. It was after this that she 
married Count Rantzau.. 

She is a charming and sensible woman, 
indifferent, however, to the elegancies of 
dress. In this she resembles her mother, 
and when the two ladies visited Biarritz | 
their homely apparel and their common- 
sense shoes were the source of no end of 
ridicule on the part of the ladies of the en- 
tourage of the Empress Eugénie, who was 
staying there at the same time. The chan- | 
cellor learned of this, and being passionately 
devoted to his wife and daughter, neither 
forgot nor forgave the treatment to which 
they had been subjected at Biarritz by Em- 
press Eugénie and her ladies, who had 
cause ts 1870 to rue their ad- 
vised discourtesy.

Putnams Issuing One Edited by B..V. 
Lucas, to Be in Geven Volumes. 

There ig a Lamb revival this year and sev- 
eral new editions of the works of the “ gentle > 
Elia *’ are on the market: E. P. Dutton & Co. 
ere bringing one out in twelve volumes, and 
the Putnams have begun to issue “‘ THE 
WORKS .OF CHARLES AND MARY 
LAMB,” in seven.volumes edited by B. V. 
Lucas, one of the best known authorities on 
Lamb now alive. ; 

Volume I. containing ‘‘ Miscelaneous Prose 
from 1798 to 1831 " and volume V. consisting 
of his plays and poems have been sent out. 
The second volume will be devoted to “ Elia 
and the Last Essays of Hlia,”’ volume thrée 
to “ Books for Children,” volume four to 
“Dramatic Specimens and Garrick 
Plays,’ and volumes six and seven to “ Let- 
ters."" This seems, considering the size of 
the volumes, to be a good distribution of ma- 
terial, and to cover everything’ of any’ mo- 
ment which Lamb wrote and which is worth 
providing. The Lamb devotees are like those 
of Fitzgerald and of every other great writer. 
They stop at nothing and lumber up our 
shelves with great masses of inconsequential 
stuff just because so-and-so wrote it. This 
to one not book crazy seems a waste of effort 
and white paper. | 

Mr. Lucas spares us well. He writes to the 
first volume a brief general introduction and 
a short preface. He promises much matter 
hitherto unidentified and when the volumes 
containing the letters are reached he says 
they will be found to contain a quantity 
of those by Mary Lamb which bave never 
before been in print. The miscellaneous 
prose of the first volume covers 864 
8 vo pages, after which Mr. Lucas gives 
several pages of notes and essays “not 
certain to be Lamb’s, but probably his.”’

Dry Goods Show Activity. - 

Reviewing the ary goods situation the Dry 
Goods Reporter says: 

“In some respects this week has been 
featured by remarkable mail order activity. 
This is not the season for genera! mail order 
activity, but In severa! divisions of the dry 
goods trade all previous records are eclipsed. 
A spurt of orders from retailers located over 
large area bespeaks a prosperous 
of the retail trade. Knit underwear has 
attracted the greatest attention, and gloves 
and some grades of ready made garmentsare 
remarkably active for this stage of the sea- 
son. Reassorting orders for dress goods do 
not represent a large volume of business, but 
their number and diverse character suggest 
considerable activity in the retail concerns 
of the west. Nearby merchants are again in 
the market completing holiday purchases 
and reporta satisfactory increase in business 
since the advent of seasonable weather. 

“The movement of business in the pri- 
mary cotten market does not offer anything 
that may be regarded as a ae in the sit- 
vation. M turers little new 
business, but are not catiees 4 to lower quo- 
tations in order to induce a few reassorting 
sales. Little change in the prices of finished 
goods may be expected unless cotton quo- 
tations,are lowered. The New York cotton 

quotation this week is still above lic. It does 
not seem possible for manufacturers to name 
lower prices for finished goods or make con- 
cessions to induce business. The distributing 
demand for\staple cottons is now at a low 
ebb, which is normal for this part of the 
season.” 

Coal Trade Without Change.. 

The Black Diamond says of the coal trade: 

** Notwithstanding several factors which 
should result in increasing activity in west- 
ern coal centera, the trade remains sluggish 
and has shown little change the last week. 
If anything, the market has been quieter this 


October. This is probably due to the holiday 
on Thursday and to the fact that the temper- 
ature has been moderate for this season of 
the year in most parts of the west. 

“ Blements in the aituation which should 
have stimulated demand this week include 
the continuation of the coal strike in far 
western territory, continued cold weather in 
the extreme northwest, and an Increasing 
shortage of cars on some of the north and 
South lines in Iilinois, Indiana, and b- 


Missouri valley. If dealers’ stocks at most 
points were hot so large and there was not 
such a supply of coal in some of the dock 
territory it is probable that these features 
would have contributed much activity to the 
situation and would have bad an almost im- 
mediate effect, It is the.general opinion of 
the trade, however, that any stimulus which 
comes to the coal trade will only be aftera

With the operations closed down part of the 
time in nearly the entire anthracite region, 
and with most of the storage room filled with 
surplus coal, such a policy is out of the ques- 
tion and any attempt to enforee it would un- 
doubtedly result disastrously. The Black 
Diamond feels safe in saying that {ft has 
never been seriously considered in any au- 
theritative quarter. It is equally true, too, 
that there will be no lower prices than those 
at present. The policy of the leading anthra- 
cite coal companies is so well Known and so 
much coal has been sold with the understand- 
ing that present prices would prevail 
throughout the winter, producihg companies 
could not make any reduction without doing 
their patrons g serious injustice.” — 


Lumber Season About Over. 


Of the lumber trade the American Lumber- 
man says: . 

“ Favorable reports continue to come from 
the hardwood trade. Though demand may 
not be quite as sharp as it was earlier in the 
season, the supply is well proportioned to 


kind of lumber. 

“ The attention of operators in white cedar 
is now directed to the woods operations for 
the winter. The remnants of the season’s 
output cove by contracts are being assem- 
{ bled and forw to destination. The bulk 


distribution by rail has already gone for- 
ward. The season closes ‘with the post and 
pole trade showing a decline from early sea- 
son's ‘records. The call for ties is about 
equal to the supply. The operators talk as if 
there would be a curtailment of the cut the 
coming winter, but that, at this period of the 
year, c ot be considered conclusive. 

“ This is thé time of year when but little 
new vheute: in the building line is coming out, 
and such demand for northern pine as pre- 
vails is for completing work in hand and._re- 
pairs. In the city i is reported quiet by 
the déalers, though fine weather is giving 
opportunity to push forward work on uncom- 
pleted structures. Of course, in a city like 
Chicago there are some new jobs undertaken 
| atallseasons; This fall the weather has been 
fine for building, and there are consequently 
more new jobs coming out than there would 
have been had the season been unfavorable. 
it now looks as if there would be a fair 
-@mount of building done during the winter, 
as compared to other Iike seasons. 

“ While. the movement is not heavy, either 
locally or in the general trade, poplar men 
say that there is plenty of demand to absorb 
the available supply, and that should the 
dullness continue, as is likely to be the case 
for a month or s0, wide oe are not carrying 
enough: lumber to Sane them any inconven- 
fence, and will hold for the increased inquiry 
that invariably arri along toward 
middle of Janary.”

LIGHT RECEIPTS: 
THE CHIEF BULL FACTOR. + 


Flour Demand Continues Strong, and 
Armour Is a Large Buyer of May, 
Helping the Advance—Some Rains 

. im Argentina, Where Harvest Is 
ginning, but Damage Slight Se Far 

d Foreign Markets Indifferent to 
Uptarn on This Side—Other Markets. 


Wheat has had an advance here the last 
week of 4%¢ for December and 3c for May, 
the December going to %c premium over 
May from a discount of that amount, and 
both deliveries closing at nearly top prices. 
The strong nomthwestern situation—much 
lighter receipts of wheat at terminal mar- 
kets than a year ago, sma. sales by farm- 
ers at country elevators, with apparently 
no increase in deliveries as the price ad- 
vanced, and active flour demand, and an in- 
creased output by the spring wheat millse— 
has furnished the basis for the advance. . 

The market has had quite as much in- 
spiration, however, from the bullish atti- 
tude of the leading local grain interest. 
Continued dullness of foreign markets and 
of the export demand for wheat wotld prob- 
ably have operated more effectively as an 
offset to the strong northwestern position 
if it had not been for the evidences of large 
buying of May for Armour account. While 
the extent of this buying has been a matter 
of conjecture, of course, the Armouf interest 
is outspokenly bullish on the market and 
through various commission houses is sup- 
posed to have accumulated a line of & $004 | 
many million bushels. 

The northwestern situation is. pussiing: put 
on its face at least justifies the assumption 
that the spring wheat crop of the three 
states has been overestimated and is really 
much lower than the government figures, if 
not as low as the Jones estimate. 


Small Receipts Northwest.

Provisions have disappointed the expecta- 
tions of those in the trade who looked for 
some rally after so long a decline, encour- 
aged by the cash demand for lard and meats 
and the rapid decrease in stocks.

Butler, Pa., Nov. 20.—[{Special.}—In spite 
of the desperate efforts of forty physicians, 
who keep among their patients day and 
hight, the typhoid epidemic is increasing. 
With the fi additional cases reported to- 
day, it is estimated that 1,600 persons are ill 
of the disease.
